Garver, however, already was married.
He has not been living with his wife
for several years, hut ha has® besn con-
tributing to her support. Soon after his
return from the South, Mra Garver
flled sult for divorce.

Miss Sanders and Garver were In con-
stant communication. Last month sghe
cama to Chicago and registered at the
Fort Dearborn Hotel, and had secen her
sweatheart there almost every day.
